REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 2003/0009259 A1 by 
Hattori et al., and further in view of U.S. Patent 6,289,265 B1 issued to Takenaka et al.) 
discloses a legged mobile robot with a plurality of movable legs, each of which includes 
road surface touching sensors and relative movement measurement sensors, as well as

a controller for controlling the movement of the legged mobile robot. The prior art 
mentioned above also discloses wherein the posture of a walking robot is controlled 
based on floor reaction forces to prevent spinning of the joints and decrease the load to 
be exerted on the joint actuators. 

However, the best prior art of record, taken alone or in combination fails to teach 
or fairly suggest wherein a controller of a legged mobile robot detects the occurrence of 
slippage of a robot in operation, following a desired gait, and sets a narrower 
permissible range of the restriction object amount based on the determined slip, thereby 
preventing a subsequent slippage under the same slippage conditions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
